NAVY TO STORE 


EXPLOSIVES IN 


W ASHINGTON, Au g. 23—Uncle 
Sam is bu ilding hia newest nav al 
station In the middle of & desert. 
A $3,500,000 affair, It is rear­ 
ing Itself ou t in western Nev ada 
on the sand plains. After Septem ­ 
ber 30, when it la completed, this 
new station will hou se thou sands 
of pou nds of high ex plosiv es, far 
from civ ilization. 
W hen complet­ 
ed, the giant storehou se will form 
one of safest ammu nition depots 
In the world, engineers estimated. 
The depot will form a little city 
all by itself, Isolated in the desert, 
b u t w ith a lak e nearby for sw im ­ 
ming 
and 
boating 
and 
all 
u ses 
which a small contingent of nav al 
officers stationed at the post de­ 
sire. Its nearest civ ilized neighbor 
will be Reno, Nev ada, 150 miles 
away . 
In spite of Its isolation, howev er, 
the little city , to be k nown as the 
Nav al 
Ammu nition 
Depot, 
H a w ­ 
thorne. Nev ada, is bu t fiv e and a 
half miles from a single railway 
spu r, th u s m ak ing possible com­ 
m u nication 
with 
and transpo rta­ 
tion to and from the ou tside world 
a m atter of comparativ e ease. 
W hen completed, the station will 
look lik s a wide ex panse of sand 
dotted 
with 
half 
bu ried, 
giant 
eggs, the tops or domes of su nk ­ 
en amm u nition magazines. 
Du e to the high ex plosiv e q u al­ 
ity of the amm u nition to be stor­ 
ed, the magazines will be bu ilt in 
separate plots, in grou ps of sev en. 
Ex plosion of one grou p, engineers 
estimate, will not cau se detonation 
of others becau se of this separa­ 
tion. 
The new project came into being 
as a resu lt of an effort to mini­ 
mize danger to civ ilized comm u ­ 
nities from ex plosion of high ex ­ 
plosiv es. 
The Lak e Denmark , N. 
J. ex plosion in Ju ly , 19 28 , with its 
accompany ing destru ction and loss 
of life emphasized anew the neces­ 
sity of isolating amm u nition de­ 
pots, and In spite of the discom­ 
forts to personnel inv olv ed. It was 
decided to locate a depot for the 
storing of su rplu s ex plosiv es left 
ov er from the w ar at su ch a spot 
as w as chosen in Nev ada. 
The new depot was designed to 
serv e the Pacific coast, and 
its 
site w as chosen after nav al ex ­ 
perts Inspected sites in California, 
U tah and Nev ada and recom mend­ 
ed the location finally u sed. 
Rainfall av erages less than three 
inches a y ear at the Haw thorne 
site of the new depot. Soil is well 
drained, and firm, and the sand 
and grav el su pply was fou nd to be 
ample. 
A bu sy mining center u sed to be 
located near w hat Is now the new 
nav al 
reserv ation, 
hu t 
now 
has 
become v irtu ally deserted. 
The depot project inv olv ed con­ 
stru ction of 145 perm anent bu ild­ 
ings. a lau ndry central heating and 
holier plant, adm inistration bu ild­ 
ings, residences and barrack s. 
An au ditoriu m w as prov ided for 
recreational pu rposes, a school will 
he bu ilt, and repair shops, store­ 
hou se, fire station, and a refriger­ 
ating plant.
